I  have  the  pleasure  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1955  on  the  health 
of  the  Totnes  Rural  District « 

The  live  birth  rate  was  11.84  per  1,000  estimated  resident  population 
as  compared  with  14*0  in  1954,  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  being  15*0. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  18.3  per  1,000  live  births,  as  compared 
with  5*2  in  1954,  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  being  24* 9  • 

The  death  rate  of  legitimate  infants  per  1,000  live  births  was  18.9. 

The  crude  death  rate  for  the  year  was  18.3  per  1,000  estimated  resident 
population,  the  figure  for  1954  being  1 6.1  and  that  for  England  and  Wales  11.7* 

The  comparability  factor  for  Births  was  1.1 6  giving  a  corrected  birth  rate 

of  13.7# 

The  comparability  factor  for  Deaths  was  .75  giving  a  corrected  death 
rate  of  13*8. 

The  difference  between  18*3  crude  death  rate  and  13.8  corrected  death 
rate  is  accounted  for  by  the  large  population  at  Moorhaven  Hospital  of  people 


not  normally  resident  in  the  area.
